Immediate payments recvived 
2 per cont, discount, one mouth’s psymon 
got 1 por cent, two months’ psymenta 
received no disoouat, and after that an 
interest of 40 conts per diem was charge! 
on all ontatanding bille of $1000. * 
never sent for payment, We waited til 
they came to pay, The maaters always sot- 
tled the price to be. paid for opium, and we 
could coll without sskipg the master, The 
eolling price was-$775, That was the price 
we fixed it at when wo wont therein March. 
Wo first nold opium agaio in June or July 
last year, We have boon selling opinm at 
that price since June last year. 1 remem- 
ber the 266 Decomber last year, Upium 
waa thon at $776. On the 25th December 1 
roosived a letter from the Yan Wo—“' sun 
Yoo; take notice that we aro prepared to 
take over the whole of the opium at Macao, 
prepared Patna, no matter whether the boxus 
are moro or less in number, to be shipped 
frum time to tima, to California or suatra 
lia; 25th Dec., 1879." I remember having 
reosived snother loter from Yan Wo on 
the 26th Deo, I received a great mavy 
letters on that day. This letter said that 
& quantity of opium bad been abipped in 
one of Messra Gibb, Livings:on and Co.'s 
steamors from Macao, and req iestad that 
the transaction might be Jed.ered, and a 
bill for the opium, freight, packing and 
insurance be rendered. I did not enter it 
in the book, because we on this side did 
not keop a record of Macao gods. Ire 
ceived another letter from Yan Wo ou the 
2od or Srdof January. ‘This letter was of 
8 similar character, detailing~a—further 
consignment of opium by the steamer 
Crusader, Amother letter dated the 81h 
January was also received of a similar ohar- 
acter for opium shipped to : alifornia, 

To Mr Francis :—{ am {o the employ- 
ment of the Sun Yeo at the prosent time, 
Thave nothing to do with the Yan Wo as 
an accountant, The Sun Yee and the Yan 
Wo had separate offices here in Hongkong. 
There were five accountants employed in 
the Sun Yee. Since tho business was 
moved to Macao there have only been four, 
Tam one of them. We took it in turns, to 
keep the books, 8 month at atime. Aman 
named Koon kept the books in the eleventh 
moon, Ho and I generally took charge of 
them, Before the transfor of the butinom 
to Macao orders were not generally recelred 
on printed forms, Some permons came 
with written orders. I entered in the 
bargain-book the name of the purchaser, 
and the quantity of opium he bought. 
Every one-who got goods from the Sun 
Yeo put his-chop in the delivery’ book. 
Thore were @ great many purchasers in 

uongkong who were not allowed to take 
more than 2,000: taels at a time whether 
they had the money or not. There wasa 
piece of tin hung up in the Sun Yes « fice 
showing the names of soveral firme andthe 
amounts they could be oredited with, | 
do not recollect if more than 20,000 tacls 
was sold to any one.

The Attorney General went on to say 
that a petition was filed by the members of 
the Yan Wo againat the members of the 
Ohap Sing, which alleged that the defend- 
anta wrongfully seized certain opium. In 
their answer the defendants said,—‘* The 
opium we may have detained, but itis our 
opium which you havo wrongfully taken 
from us.” Ho was entitled to ask the Court 
to nonsuik the case for reasons he would lay 
briefly before the Court, 

Tho Court asked whethor there was not 
prima facie evidence of sale, 

The Attorney General submitted there 
was not. If it wae their opium it lay 
upon them to prove o purchaso and sale. 
He submitted authorities to provo what 
conditions were requisite to oatablish proof 
in a cave Like this of a purchaso and sale 

Chore was no binding memorandum or 
writing There was only an off-r that they 
(the Yan Wo) would take such and such 
opium, then held by tho Sun Yee. That 
paper was worthless as 8 oontract ; ther: 
warno contract completed till that ff 
was accepted ; and that was nover donv ; 
indeed it was refused. In the second p'aco 
there was no delivery, There was no evid- 
ence that the man Ohan Shui shan, who 
really handed over the opium to those 
wh» brought it away from Macao, was 
acting in any way or wae empowered to ac 
in any way as the syent of t .o Sun Yee, '0 
delivering. tle had no power from the 
un Yeo to deliver it, 

The Court after some further conversa- 
tion ssid it must bold that there was 
prima fucie evideuca of & sale; be could 
Dot atop tae case aow ; he must hear it ous. 


Mr Francis in opening the case for the 
defendants referred the jury to the issues. 
which he read. In tho one ose it rosted 
with the plaintiffs to show that they tought 
this opium; in the other it lay witb th- 
dofendauts to show that they wrongfally 
took it, converting it to their own use 
Tho plaintiffe, allegi g that they purchase. 
the upinm, alleged also that the defendant 
in stopping it in transits acted improperly 
and illexally, and they originally claimed 
damages oa that aco ant; on what grounds 
that claim bad been aundoned he did not 
underatand ; but as be understood it they 
had not abandoned their claim to the 
opium; tbey claimed that it was theirs and 
that they were ontitled to have it How dod 
possess it and dispose of it as they thuuxbt 
fita the present moment, !n theic auswer 
the defendants donied the purcha:e and 
alleged that the platotiffs bud taken that 
opium fraudulently and imp operly and in 
breach of their agreement with the de 
fendants as partners, and ao bad seriously 
injured that partnerabip, whioh {¢ was their 
duty as partnes to asalst and support iu 
every way. They had immediately and 
directly injured tho firm by this very 
transaction. Strlotly epeaking the de- 
fendants’ claim for. damo:es as against the 
plaintiffs should have bean made the sub- 


trast. How particularly did that apply to 
the Yan Wo when the Sun Yee business 
had to be curried om at Macao where the 
Chap Sing had no legal standing, these 
two men be had namod haviag the sole 
legal right to the monopoly. Tho Yan Wo 
being with them it waa the more to ba ex-| 
proted that they would be hosest and fair 
to those who could not interfere in the da- 
tails of the business, the shareholders of the 
business. The Chap Si -g and the Yan Wo 
he again reminded the Jury had no oxiat. 
ence, they were merenames. The heada of 
firms composing the Yan Wo coud not 
combined do anything in the busivess of 
the Sun Yeo; neither could the Chap Siny; 
evrytbing must be done by and through 
the Sun Yee. Neither the Yan Wo nor the 
Chap Sing could possibly trade with the 
Sun Yes or any. other firm. They 
were not trading firms; they wero mere 
syndicates, and as a matter of fact no 
idea occurred ‘of their doing anything 
of ‘the kind until this trausaction now 
challenged came to be carried out. Any 
firm of course whose head was a mem- 
ber of the syndicate was a merely outside 
firm, and oovld make contracts and deal 
with the Sun Yeoand carry on independent 
business or do anything else it liked. He 
came now to what happened laat year when 
Ban Aap got the farm here, Ho dealt with 
the different modes of shipping they had to 
employ, that is in largo instead of small 
quantities, shipping somotimes through 
Shanghai, sometineas one wey, sometimes 
another, to Cooktown, Sydney, Melbourne, 
California, 42, and when the opium was 
shipped thon giving orders to their custo- 
mera bore which wore forwarded to the 
ports and duly honoured there by spacial 
@ ents, who redeived all their shipments, 
He explained that Tai Le- one of the mem- 
bers of the Chap Sing and Yeo Lee one of 
the members of the Yan Wo beeamo part- 
ners, and took up the San Franciaco 
agancy under the etyle or firm of Hop Lee 
The members of the Sun Yeo kept the 
whole businesa as much « family conc rp 
as possible, The Aus:ralian agency was 
taken up in the same way by Tai Yik, of 
the Chap Sing, and Yoe Yik, of the Yan 
Wo, who established the Hop Yik. Those 
were the firms who had been mentioned by 
the accountants as having purobased from 
the Sun Yee ; #0 that tho whole argument 
which the lwe of Mr Muyliar's oxanilnation 
suggested fell to the grou d. Whea the 
offer from the Yan Wo came to take all the 
pinm of certain marke which was reaDy 
oarly all the opium then io existence i. 
ths golowns at Macao, the clurks in the 
oltice here in Hosgkong who received i 
between five and six o'clock in the sfwer- 
noon, were astonished ; they had cever seen 
anything of the kind before ; they iad neve 
-e-n an offer fro‘a one of the syndicates; 
they had never sven an offer from any firw 
o take all the opium of a certain mark 
They koew th.t was nenrly all tne 
stuck of all marke, ‘hoy kuew the 
regulations of the Company that ne cus 
tomer be provided with lar.e supplies av 
az ty render the -u, Yee unable to supp y 
other customers, They kuew that ove

THE KELLY GANG CAUGHT aT 
LAST AND EFFECTIVELY 
DISPOSED UF, 


‘The following telegrams to hand in 
the Australian pe which have reach- 
ed us to-day, will be read .with interest 
by every one. It is satisfactory that 
such o gang of desperadoes, who have 
held the country in dread terror of them 
for years, hive been brought to bay and 
suffered swift and stern justice :— 


Svpnzy, June 28. 

It is reported that the Kellys stuck 
up a police hut on Saturday night, and 
Joo Byrne deliberately shot Constable 
Aaron through the head, and attempted 
to fire the but, 

‘The Sydney Police on Sunday night 
lust surrounded the Kelly Gang at 
Jones’ Hotel, Glenrowan town, on the 
Victorian North Eastern Railway Line, 
186 miles from Melbourne, Superin- 
teadent Hare of the Victorian police was 
shot through the arm, The Gang tore 
op the rails of the line near Glenrowan, 
uhend of a special train. Fortunately 
pilot engine was rent ahead and made 
the discovery, and so provented any mis- 
chief, - The police arrived at the town- 
ship of Glenrowan at a quarter past 
three in the morning, and tho fixht com- 
menced immediately. ,Ned Kelly, the 
ringleader, took to the bush, but remains 
ed in the vicinity of the town all night, 
but entered the’ fray at daylipht. The 
attack was made ‘by Sergeant Steele, 
senior constable Kelly and Dowsett 
(railway guard), who fought fora half 
hour before they could shout down Nod 
Kelly. The bushrangers wore armour 
so that the polica shots were of little 
avail, Eventually Ned Kelly was shot 
in the leg, when Steele and the other 
two rushed up and secured him. 

__ Inspector Hare telegraphed the follow- 
ing additional perticulars to. the head 
quarters upon reaching Glenrowan ; he 
went to the Station Master's house, 
whose wife stated that everybody in

Hy, the Kelly Gang, Superintendent

Local Parcel Post. 

1, Small Parcels may be sont by Post 
between any of the Post Offices in Chins 
or Japan, as well as to Macao, Pak- 
hoi, Singapore, Penang, and ‘Malacca. 
They must not exceed the following dimen- 
sions, 2 feot long, 1 foot broad, 1 foot deep, 
nor weish more than Slbs. Tho postage 
will be 20 cents per 1b., which will include 
Regiatration. The parcels may be wholly 
closed if they bear thia special endorse- 
ment, PanorL, CONTAINING NO LETTER, but 
apy parcel may he opened by direction of 
the Postmaster General. 

2. The following cannot be transmitted : 
Parools insufficiently packed or protected, 
or liable to be orgshed (as bandboxes, 
&.) Glass, Liquids, Explosive substauces, 
Matches, Indigo, Dyestofis, Ice, Meat, 
Fish, Gamo, Fruit, Vegetables, or whatever 
ia dangerous tothe Mails, or likely to be- 
come offensive or injuriovs in transit. 

8. Parcels will as a general rule be for- 
warded by Private Ship, not by Contract 
Mail Packet. The Post Gffico reserves tho 
Tight of sclecting th: opportunity for trane- 
mission, and of delaying delivery in case 
the number of parcels is auch as to retard 
othor crrespondonce.

Indemnity for the Loss of a Registered Letter. 


The Post Ofico is not Iegally responsible 
for tha aafo dolivery of Registered corres- 
,pondenco, but henooforth it will be pre- 
pared to make good tho contents of such 
correspondence lost while passing through 
tho Post, to the extent of $10, in certain 
cases, provided :— 


1, That the sender duly observed all the 
conditions of Rugistration require. 


2. That the letter waa securely enclosed 
in « reasonably strong envolope, 


3. That application was made to the 
Postmaster Ceovoral of Hongkong im- 
mediately the loss was discovered, tho 
envelope being invariably forwarded with 
such appliestion unless it also is lost. 


4. That the Postmaster General. is satis- 
fied that tho loss occurred whilst the corroa- 
pondence waa in tho custody of the British 
Postal administration in Obina, tbat it was 
not caused by any fault on the part of tho 
sender, by destruction by fire, or shipwreck, 
nor by the disho- esty or negligenoo of any 
person not in the employment of the 
Bongkong Post Office. 


5. No compongation can be paid for mere 
damao to fragilo articles such aa portraits, 
watches, handsomely bound. books, é&c, 
which resch their destination, alibough in 
a broken or detorlorated condition. 


Honey Order Regulations.

The Postmaster issues the 
order, sends it on in the envelope, and 
returns the change, if avy, by first oppor- 
tunity, with a receipt for tho letter, if it 
wore to be registered, as it always should 
be. Care should be taken to send these 
applications in time, as the Money Order 
Offices close some hours before the depar- 
tures of the mails.
